Yes; we —anil that means the m an­ 
aging editor of this paper 
are going 
to vote to incorporate Hondo! 
We are going to vote for it know ­ 
ing that it is going to entail an eno r­ 
mous expense upon sll taxpayers— 
and, what with the enormous burden 
already imposed by the Federal gov­ 
ernm ent (already having reached in­ 
calculable pioportions), by the state, 
by the county and by the school dis­ 
trict, all reaching for more and more, 
may deprive those cf low 
income 
production of their property via the 
delinquent tax route. 
But there are other risks 
more 
serious, risks that may involve not 
property alone but life and death it­ 
self, th at can be removed or avoided 
only by the wise expenditure of a 
large sum of m oney— the menace of 
our unsanitary condition. 
On several occasions this w riter 
has lent his help according 
to 
his 
means and ability to the m ajority in 
defeating the proposal to incorporate 
Hondo. 
W hatever may have been the mo­ 
tive of those who chose to be his as­ 
sociates on those occasions, he was 
motivated chiefly by his desire to see 
Hondo properly served by an 
a d e­ 
quate sewer 
sy ste m —an assurance 
which he could 
never 
get and 
on 
which he was hardest fought-—some­ 
times from both sides! 
Failing that as the objective, he 
could Vee no other reason justifying 
at that time incurring the burdens of 
city governm ent and the annoyances 
of petty municipal politics. 
W hatever loss in friendship or in 
finances he may have suffered for 
his stand then was amply com pensat­ 
ed when he heard his argu m ents— 
made trite by their repetition in this 
paper over the years 
put forth as a 
new discovery in reasons for incor- 
poratng at this time. 
So in voting for incorporation at 
this time we are voting for an ade­ 
quate sewer system for Hondo, just 
as we were voting for it in opposing 
incorporation without it— consistent 
all the time! 
We grant we would like to have 
more definite assurance as to 
the 
proposed system, how’ efficient its 
coverage is to be, whether such a sys­ 
tem is within our financial means to 
purchase, w hether it is to remain 
the property of our peojdt* through 
municipal 
ownership or be 
turned 
over to some corporation to be used 
as an 
instrum ent of 
exploitation, 
w hether it is to be 
untied 
with a 
municipal water-works system 
w ith­ 
out which it could at best be only a 
makeshift, etc., etc*. 
But we shall vote for it without 
these and tru st an honest and patri­ 
otic citizenship to guard these details 
with all the intelligence and integrity 
they can command, for could we con­ 
jure up in our mind the idea 
that 
only lip service has been offered to 
this cause merely to win with no pur­ 
pose to carry out 
the plan, 
Uncle 
Sam is going to see— if need be— 
th at adequate measures are taken. 
But speaking of NEW reasons, the 
very agency that 
brought us 
an 
awakening to our physical pollution, 
indirectly brings us face to face with 
a problem that never before entered 
into the question— our moral sani­ 
tation. 
T hat very indelicate subject, 
so delicately referred to as zoning, 
and which may be construed as suits 
ones purpose as anything from the 
type of house one builds to the peo­ 
ple who live in it, presents a situa­ 
tion frau g h t with as much and pos­ 
sibly more danger than lack of physi­ 
cal sanitation. 
Only a strong municipal govern­ 
ment can be organized and 
armed 
with power to cope with it; county 
government, however well it served 
in the past— and it has served Hondo 
adequately and well— is not consti­ 
tuted with a view to handling such 
conditions. 
Had we had the wisdom and good 
fortune to have solved our w ater and 
drainage problem with a w ater im­ 
provement district— which is to bo 
preferred to municipal 
ownershsip, 
in the view of this Democrat who has 
little tolerance for 
socialism— this 
new problem would have to be grap­ 
pled with, 
and 
there is no 
other 
agency to our knowledge capable of 
even approaching it. 
It is deplorable th a t we have w ait­ 
ed “ too long” in facing our problem
